When he 
was made.Governor of Dunkirk by Charles

But if his Advice had then 
been taken, we (hould have had that Place in our 
own Poflfeffion, from whence we could con- 
veniently have gaird the Enemy ; the fu^ett 
demoliihing of which is now almoft the wmi 
of all People^s Willies, and equal to a Tri- 
umph. YfC I am in doubf, whether raoft tQ 
admire bis wife Gounfel^ or his fingular afidi| 
at this Day, unexampled Abfiinence. He ^ve 
that Sum of Mony untouched to his Prmce 
(though his Atfront was yet fre(h; which he 
could eafily, and without any Daoger, have 
kept to himfelf.

fdl Commands^ who, after having been fo 
often vanqui(h'd and put to Flight, and beat 
out of their Camps, Intrenchments and Towns, 
do notwithftanding lengthen out the War, 
which, as it is hurtful to us, 1s deftruSive to 
thaih afad their Country ? But it is very well,

moft Force and Skill in this dangerous Sea£un« 
The Eyes of all Men are iixM upon you, and 
their Expedation rafs'd, Thefe weighty Af- 
fairs call for you alone, and require your 
whole Strength. You miUl labour equally 
both ways at the faooe time^ left thofe who 
will be come^ced with no Peace, prevent the 
very bcft one; or left (as it often happens) we 
be bubbl'd by the Cunning and Tricks of 
thofe, whom we have overcome in the Field? 
But if I am not miftaken in my Prophecy, you 
are perfcftJy fitted to prevent both, (ince the 
arranteft Trickfter cannot deceive you, nor 
the moft turbulent drive you from your upr 
right Inteniions. Thcice welcome then,thoa 
moft defired Firft of January! A Day truly 
worthy of the aufpicious Beginning of a Con- 
grefs appointed for fo great an Affair ; a Day 
from which we (hall date the Happtneu 
of tbis^ and of the following Years; from

I fancy I now hear the Noife of Sea- 
man, and their Triumphant Shouts ; now I 
think I fee the Ships drawn out of their Har- 
bours ; 1 think ! fee Merch^ndiles of all kinds 
fly togetJier, and the chief of all| oar Cloth^ 
to be carried uade^vthe Diredion of yoorPro* 
vidence, and of your Winds, to tb^ moft di» 
ftant Shores, and to Countries abounding 
with Mines of precious Metals. Such is the 
nnjuft State of things, that what U pad is 
efteem'd and valuM, and what is prefent is 
crnihM under the Load of Envy! But the 
Time will come, when thU admirable Projeft 
of yours (hall far ouc/hine all the inventions 
of others, that have gone before you. And 
as every thing in thisTroj^a* is wonderful, fo 
nothing in it is to be more admired than that 
falatifeross Credit, by which you have freed 
the Publick of Debt ; which you have fo ma* 
nag'd as that it will turn to the vail In-*, 
creafe of Trade and Riches in Britain, by 
a riioffpleafihgNeceffity, which the People of 
themjfelves would not have undertaken. What 
th^a remains for you to do, but that, fince 
you have left all Mankind vaftly behind you, 
you now enter the Lifts with your felf? This 
is a Stage you have reafon to be afraid tct 
enter upon ! This a Prize which it will be 
very hard'fdr'yoti to carry away! But en- 
deavour, "^tf y^u can, or if human Virtue is

If 
you would have Statues ereSed for you, as a 
Pater Acapemiarum; If you would 
make, good the Words of your Prince, when 
She publickly caird you Fautor Lite- 
RATORUM, let the Intereft of Learning 6e 
ypur Concern; let this Ivy twine about your 
Temples, in themidd of your Olives. So may 
Almighty God take you, and all your Family 
under his Protefiion; and fo may you late 
carry to the Grave with you, that unful- 
lied Greatncfs, which you have at this Day: 
So may your Children furvive you, particular- 
ly your Son and Daughters, and your two lit- 
tle Grandfons by your Daughter, one of which 
is yet redcing red from his Mother, and the 
OthervWith half form'd Words endeavouring 
to call you Grandfather: Both fprightly ana 
lovely Boys, the moft exadl PiSures of their 
Parents ; and who have this wonderful Felici- 
ty in their Birth, That they are defcended, «on 
the Mother's Side, of the St affords, 
Conftables of England^ and, on the Father's 
Side, ofthe Hayes, Conftables ofScofJand^^aid 
derive thatHereditaryName,which formerly wa$ 
moft honourable, from both Kingdoms. From 
the College ofthe Holy and Undivided Trinity 
in Cambridge, in the Year MDCCXI, the 
7th of Decitnber, Horace'% Birth-Day.

\ORACE wz$o( yenufum^ and^ 
as he fays himfclf,SQU of a Frec- 
Man, who had been aCoIIeSor 
of Taxes; but he was thought to 
have been the Son of one who 
dealt in Puddings and Saufeages, 
becaufc a certain Perfon one Day fcolding at 
him, faid to him. How often have I feen yaar 
pother wipe his Nofe with his Eltowl In the 
Philifpick War, Brutus drew him into his 
Party, and made him a Tribune in his Army. 
After the Defeat of that Army, he bought the 
Secretary of the Exchequcr*s Place. .The firft 
thing he afpir'd to was to get into the good 
Graces of Jkhc^t^^^ which he foOA obtafn'd; 

and 
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and then tie infinuated himfelfijatath^ Favour 
of Augufim^ and ever after had a confidera- 
ble place in the Heart of that Prince, and in 
that of his chief Minifter. The Friendfliip 
which this Favourite had for him, abundantly 
appears in thefe Verfes : * My dear Horace, tf 
I don*t already Love you^ as much as I {io my 
owft Bowels J J wijh you may fee me as dry and 
withered as Hinnius. Bat his ^ffe£lion for 
him appears yet more in that little Sentence 
which he wrote to Auguftus when he was on 

rhts Death-Bed : J conjure you to be as mindful 
of Horace as of me. Augujlus offerM him the 
7\ Secretarydiip, and wrote to Maecenas to that 
X Effea, in the following Words: Hitherto I 
-r have been able, without the AJJSJiance of any 
^ Perfouj to write to my Friends; but being now 
fi overwhelmed with the weight of Bujinefs and 
Infirmities J I wi/h you would bring your Ho- 
race to me. He will then leave your Table, 
' where he is only a Parajite, to come to rny Roy^ 
al Table, and will help me to write my Letters^ 
He was not in the lead difpleasM at Horace\ 
refafing this Office, but continued to be his 
Friend as much as ever. There are Tome of 
his Letters yet extant, which are « fufficient 
Proof of this, out of which I have taken what 
jfollows: Prithee take fome Liberty with me^ 
as if you were my conjiant Gueft^ and don^t be 
afraid of offending me: For you know very well, 
V A i that

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that I wijh you would live with me in this 
fnannery if your Health could permit. And la 
another Letter ; Our Friend Septimias cau /»• 
form you after what manner I remember you ;

tho* you were fo proud as to defpife my Friend-^ 
foipi y^ I do not return your Contempt of it by 
a reciprocal Contempt. Befides, in other Letters, 
he r'aiHies him, calling him the little Debauchee^ ' 
and the very agreeMle little Df-oU. Qn two 
diiFerent Occafiohj he made him very rich Pre- 
fents ; he lik'd his Verfes fo well, and w4s fo 
much perfuaded that they would come down 
to the latcft Pofterrty, that he not only order'd 
him to conipofe the Carmen Saeculare^ but 
likewife to fing the ViStoty of Ttberius and 
Drufusy and oUigM him, for this Reafon, to ; 
add a Fourth Book to the other three which j 
he had pubHfti*d a long time before. Aftd after | 
he hard read fbme of his Sermones^ he was of- | 
fended thht he had made no mention of him, 
and complain'd of it fn thefe Terms : / would \ 
have you knoiv that I am angry with you^ that J 
in mo ft of your Writings you don^t addrefs to \ 
me. Do you apprehend that one Day it will be \ 
a blemijh upon your^ Reputation^ tobe4hought to 
have been one of my Friendsi And by this he 
drew frqm him the Eclogue which begins 
thus : Since you alone^ Auguftus, fujlain the 
weight of fo many great and important Aff^airs^ 
fince you defend this Empire by your jirfns^ 
fmce you reform it by your Laws^ and adorn it 
with good Ij/lannerSy I pould fm againji the 
Pub lie k^ if 1 trefpafs^d upon your precious Aft-- 

nutes 
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nfttes by a long Difiourfe. He was little and: 
plumps as he fays of himfelf in his Satires,; 
and as Auguftus fays of him in this Letter: 
Dionyfius hrought me your little Book^ andfmb 
as it. is^ (^not to complain of its brevity) *tis ve* 
ry acceptable to me*. Ton feem to be afraid lejl 
your Dooks Jhoitld be bigger than your f elf \ but 
what you want in Stature you have in flumps 
nefs; and nothing binders but that you may wixtte 
in a little Box^ for your Book and you are much 
of a 6ize^ and is^ li key our Belly ^ very thick. 
HeTpent moft of his Time in his little Coun- 
try Houfe, in tht Country o£ Sabinum, or 77- 
bur^ and his Houfe is yet to be feen ucar thoi 
Grove of Tiburnns. Some Elegies under his. 
Name have come lo m'y Hands, and an Epi-i 
ftle in Profe, in which he feems to recom- 
mend the Care of his Fortune to Maecenas^' 
but 1 am of opinion they are fpurious; fof* 
the Elegies are but vulgar, and the Epiftlc ob- 
fcure ; a Fault he was never guilty of. He 
was born on the 8th of December, under the' 
Confulfhip of X. Cotia'^ and L. Torquatus^^ 
and died in December^ when C. M-CenforinuSy 
and C/ A. Gallus were Confuls, in his f7th 
Year, having nam'd jiugujlus for his Heir^ 
his Illnefs not permitting him to fign a Will ; 
he was buried at the farther end of the Efqui-^ 
liacy near the Tomb oi Maecenas.

I E F O R E thou tak*ft Horace into 
thy Hands, who is both the bet- 
ter and handfomer for the Pains I 
have beftow'd upon him, 'tis fit I 
acquaint thee firft with a few 
things. Having been feveral Years 
ago advanced to a certain Poft, in which Af- 
fairs foreign to myProvince* and the moft per- 
plexing Cares continually diflraded me, which 
forcd me to lay afide all ferious Studies, I re7 
folv'd with my fclf, left I (hould forget the 
Mufes, and my old darling Companions, toun- 
dertake the publifliing of] fome entertaining Au- 
thor, whofe Matter did not require much Pains 
or Thought, which rather made than callM 
for a Mindperfedly eafie, and free from Cares; 
and whofe Meaning might be filh'd out atones 
leifure Hours, and fuffer a thoufand Avocatir 
ons without much Difadvantage. Of all others 
that I could think of, Horace was the Author 
who pleafed me beft ; not that I expected to

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find mqre room for Qjrrcaioos and Emenda- 
tions in him, than in any other Greek ot Latin 
Writer ; but becaufe by his Worth, Genids, and 
a certain Art of pleating, he had ihe good luck 
to charm every body more than any other of 
the Antients. But tlxe Form and Dcfign of this 
Work I confin'd, and circumfcrib'd withia 
Ihefe Limits ; only to reftore the true and ge- 
nuine Reading, and not to meddle with what 
regarded Hiftory or Ancient Cuftoms, ihat vaft 
furniture of Commentaries. I amu6t for de* 
tracing in the leaft ifrom the Glory of thofe 
learned Men, who Have laid out their Study this 
-■way, and whofe Labours in this refpefl; have 
been very ufuful. We muft have begun there^ 
unlefs they had already prevented as ; and it 
would have beeA in vain to expe£^ what we 
now offer, unlefs they had firft cleared the way. 
The whole matter (lands thus : That extenfive 
Reading and Erudition, and the Knowledge of 
both the Roman and Greek Literature,- which 
comprehends the whole of that kind of Studies^ 
.deferve to be efteemM only as themeancftPart^ 
and as the Beginnings and Rudiments of our 
Terformance. For you rouft firft beMafterof 
all thefe, before you can pretend to judge of 
any Author, unlefs you would be guilty of 
the htgheft Prefumption. Befides^ one muft 
have a very accurate and piercii^ Judgment, a 
Sagacity and Acutenefs, and as was faid of At 
rfftarcbus o( old, a certain M^i^'^rf, and Skill in 
Divining ; which can never be acquirM by the 
ntmoft Induftry, or length of Time, but are 
owing to the Bounty of Nature, and the Feli- 
city 
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re nafcendique felicitate contingunt. Inde eft^ 
quod^ cum in ceteris difci flints eventHS labaribHS 
votifque refponde^ ; contra in bac Critices pa^ 
laejtraj ex tarn multisj qui libris Jtudiifque im^ 
fenefcentes per integrant vitam hoc faxttm vol-- 
veruntj exjtiterunt oppidu pauci^ qui fperatum 
fibi apud pojieros nomen nancifci valuerunt.

Ita omnia illa^ quae 
ex fcriptorum Codicum collatione clare ^ ul^ 
trofe ingerebanty praereptajamfunt ^ antici'-^ 
fata : neque quidquam fere refiduum eft^ nifi 
quod ex intima fententiae vi (^ orationis indole 
folius ingenii ope fit eruendum. Plura igitur 
in Horatianis his curis ex conjeiiura exhibemus^ 
quam ex Codicum fubfidio ; £«f , »'!/? »^ omnia

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city of Birth. And this is the Retfon, that ia 
other Studies the Fruits are.anfwerable to the 
Hopes and Pains beftowM upon them ; where- 
as, in the School of Criticifm there have been 
fo very few among the many who hare fpent 
their whole Life, and grown grey in Reading 
and Meditation, that have been able to acquire 
Fame, by engaging in this difficult Task. Nor 
would 1 have you ignorant, that it is infinitely 
inorc diflBcult now, than it was in former times, 
to write Emendations. Everything that was 
clear and obvious upon collating Manufaipts, 
has been already obferved and anticipated ; and 
there is fcarce any thing left for us to do, but 
to beat our Brains, in order to fqueexe out a 
conceal'd Nleaning, and enter into the Genius 
of an Author. Therefore in thefe our Labours 
tipon Horace^ a great deal more is owing to 
Conje3ure, than to the AlTiftance of Books ; 
and, if I miftake not, what arifes from Con- 
je&urc is mu5h more certain than what is 
founded upon the Authority of any Books; for 
in various Readings the very Authority often im- 
pofes upon, and flatters the depraved Itch of 
your pitiful Emendators; whereas both Fear 
and Shame put us upon our guard, and make 
us cautious how we advance our ownConje- 
&ures againft the Faith of all Books; andRea- 
fon alone, the Evidence of the Senfe, and pure 
Neceffity govern us in this matter. Certainly, 
if you produce a Reading out of on,e or two 
Books, which diiFer from others, you are to 
be condemnM if you prefer the Teftimony of 
one or two Witncffes to that of a hundred,

miefs 70a can (Ireogthea it with fach Argu- 
ments, as wouM of themfelves be fafficient to 
prove the Matter in queftion, almoft without 
the help of Books. I wou'd not therefore have 
you pay a blind Veneration to Dealers in Books 
alone; but dare to think for your felf, that fo 
you oDay at length be able tp pronouncei and 
give your Opinion, after having examin'd every 
thing according to the Thread of the Difcourfe, 
and the Nature of the Subject. I am well ap*; 
priz'd, that a great many wil! look upon my E* 
mendations on Hordes with an evil Eye, and 
will very hardly part with ^tientMiftakes, and 
Readings fo long receivM. However Paffive 
they may be in the cafe pf other Authors, with 
whotii they hav'e not made fo familiar an Ac- 

Juaintance, yet they will look upon it as an 
if&ont deiigiied againft them, when they find 
fo many J^aults deteSed, fo many abfurd and 
fenfelefs things condemn'd in one whom they 
have turn'd over Night and Day, and whom 
they believ'jd they perfefllyunderftood, In or- 
der 'to remove the Prejudice and Wavering of 
thefe Men, I have, contrary to my wonted 
Cuftom, erplain'd many Things at great length 
m my Annotations, that fo I might bear dowa 
even the nwft ftubborn and backward, both 
with the weigh^ pf Reafons, and the num- 
ber of Examples, and drag them into my Opi- 
nion in fpitc oPtheit Teeth.' I defire one Fa* 
viour of my learned and clcar-fighted Reader^ 
That after, perhaps, he is weary with reading a

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gine the whole Bafinefs might have been dif- 
patched in two Words. Nevenhelefs, I have 
ftndied Brevity in feveral Places ; . partly thro* 
Wearinefs, which crept upon me unawares, as 
is ulbal in fuch cafes, and partly on purpofe^ 
being willing to conceal my Strength, and hide 
the rich Stores I had in referve, that I might 
not feem to diftroft i^y Reader's Judgment; 
and that Fools and rafh AiTailants might fall 
unawares into the Snare I had laid for them, 
and lb become the Jeft and Sport of the mote 
Sagacious. Thefe my Labours, fuch as they 
are, were performed in the Summer Months 
(but intermitted for four whole Years) and 
wrought off in the.firft Sally and Heat, with* 
but any After-polifhing, or Reviflng; and thus 
carried to the Primer's before the Paper was well 
dry, as is very well known to all my Friends 
in this Place. For I had neither Leifure nor 
Inclination to flourifh and make any Fisure in 
this Work; nor was i willing to pay lo dear 
for that empty Praife of obfcure Diligence; be- 
fides,. I was aiham^d to feem to have made a 
Burden of the Bagatelles and Play of my Pen, 
and as they fay 5 -n i <p(txMi ^u ^of . Neverthelefs, 
I hope, that jn thefe hafty Sheets there is neither 
wanting Purity of Language, nor Light of Or- 
der, nor Force and Perfpicuity of Arguments. 
Moreover, that the Reader may underftand 
with What Helps I was enabled to go thro' with 
this difficult Work; befides thofe Ancient Co- 
pies which Lambinus^ Pulmannnsy Cruquius^ 
Torrentiut^ Berfmannus^ Statiusy and others 
made ufe.of} I had likewife very good Ancient

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Maoufcripts. , The moft excellent Cr^wW/ fcne 
over to me a mod Aticient MS, at lead 8co 
Years old, but which wanted moft of thcEpi- 
ftles ^dSermoftes^ which (after his Death) with 
the reft of his Books, was given to the tmfi 
Strene^ the EU^or Palatines Library. That 
excellent Critic, NlculasHeinfius^ farniihedme 
with another of aboat the fame Age out of the 
X(ryir« Library ; as likewise with one from 2i^« 
iecheim 600 Years old ; the various Readings 
of which, written with Heinfius'% own Hand, 
and his interfpers'd Notes, that excellent Critic 
Teter Burman was pleafed (o communicate to 
me. I afterwards rcceiv'd the various Read- 
ings of f^ojrius*s Copy, which is not inferiorto 
any of the rormer, and Mr. Mark*s^ which con- 
tains only the Epiules, both wrote by that learn- 
ed young Man Abraham FroHckm Holland. Qf 
thofe that are in Britain^ (all which I have pe- 
rufcd) that which belongs to Queen^sCollegevi 
Oxford is undoubtedly the beft, which is yoo 
Years old, and perfeQly compleat ; next to this 
is the Book in the Library ofthe Royal Society 
at London, that in Peter Houfe in Cambridge, a 
third in Magdalen College in Oxford, a fourth 
belonging to the learned ^og'er Cr^/^, a fifth be- 
longing to the Right Reverend the Bifliop of 
Ely, wrote about the beginning of Printing, 
written by the fame Hand with another in 
Kings Colledge in Cambridge, which is falfly af- 
crib'd to Bembns. Befides thefe, I likewift had 
the ufe of many others, which contain'd only 
a Part of Horace^ Works ; as that which be-

Copy of which wrote by the fame Hand is in 
Magdalen College in Oxford, There are three 
Copies in our Trinity College which contain 
the fame things ; and the two Bodkian and that 
at IVorcefter have the Carmina ftndthe Epodef i 
but another ^ IVorcefter^ and the Digbcan ac 
Oxford^ and Moretus*% formerly coflated by 
Nic.HeinfiuSy conX2L\Tii\itArsPoitica. I have 
likewife feen the various Readings which £^- 
ward Bernard wrote from thtColbertine Copy 
at Tariff and thofe which I know not who 
wrote from that of Franeker. All thefe MS 
Copies, which- 1 have cither examined my fclf^ 
or which I now prefent to the World for thfe 
firft time by the Aflifiance of my Friends, I 
from henceforth call Mine^ agreeably to the 
manner of other Editors ; which! thought pro- 
per toadvertife in this place, left fome Caviller 
Oiould endeavour to take an Advantage of me^^ 
Nor did I think the Antient Editions, and 
which of all others are the-beft, were xjy 
be neglefled, efpecially the 'Venetian of the 
Year 147H, and the Argentine of James Lb'- 
cher^ Poet-Laureat, of the Year 1498; both 
which I had out of the choice and vaft Library 
©f the moft noble Charles Earl of Sun- 
. derland ; and the laft of which was not Printed 
&om the .i/^/^« Editions publiflied a long time

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before, bat from German Manufcripts. Befides 
thefe, I had out of Grejham College Library a- 
nother Venetian Copy, in which I ftncy appeared 
the Ancient Scholiafts Acron and Porphyrion*^ 
and Acron^s Manuscript Copy, which be- 
long*d ioBilibaldus Pirckbemerus^ th6moft fa-, 
motts Man of his Time. But wherever I re- 
flor'd Words 'fo clearly, either from Ancient 
Copies, or from my own ConjeSure, that it 
was neceflary to put them into the Context, 
as^hey call it, I always did it with fo much 
Caution andBaihfulnefs, that I did not in the 
leaft vary from the moft approved Editions, 
without putting the received Reading at the bot- 
tom of the Page; fo that the Reader at one- 
view will be able to fee not oilly this new 
one, but likewife all the former Editions, to 
his no fmall Profit and Pleafure. For as their 
Superftition is foolifli, who are againft putting 
any thing new into the Text, tho* everfo ma- 
nifeft and certain ; fo is their Prefumption to 
be condemned and difal.low*d, who venture to 
change or interpolate any thing by Stealth, and 
do not make the leaft mention of it to the Rea- 
der. But the firft of thefe Volumes, which con- 
tains the Words of the Poet without any Com- 
mentary, having been printed off long before I 
put my Hand to the Annotations ; it could 
fcarce fall out otherwise in fo nice and difficult 
a Work, (not having been yet Matter of all the 
Copies) but that 1 ihould admit into the Text 
fome Headings, as being approved b/ all that 
had gone before me, which, after confidering
